TO COUNT CANADA'S WILD DUCKS 


Hundreds” of Sportsmen, ‘Farni 
ers, Conseryators, will co-oper- 
ate to take census of wild ducks 
between July 16 and 24th, 


In the grey of dawn of July 16 an 
organized army will stalk up on the 
haunts of wild ducks, across Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. They 
wil] carry — not guns and decoys; 
but pads of Tally Sheets — and sharp 
pencils, Their objective is not a 
‘ bag ’ of birds -— ‘but an accurate 
census of the wild duck population in 
each Western neighborhood, . 

It is a volunteer army -— organ- 
ized by Ducks Unlimited (Canada) ,. 
and known as Ducks Uplimited Kee- 
men, Between July 16 and July 24 
co-operating Kee-men wil] carry on | 
observations and record essential fact 
covering the ducks in their nelghbor- 
hoods, Some Kee-men can devote 
only a few hours to the work; others 
will be on the job for days,’ The 
sum. total of their work: will be a 
complete census of the wild duck pop- 
ulation of thte farm areas of Western 
Canada. 

‘This is the second time in history’ 
that a census of wild ducks has been 
taken on North America’s — great 
breeding grounds — in Western Can- 
ada, The first census was in 1935, 
It provided facts which led to the 
establishment of Ducks Unlimited, 
This 1988 census should yield facts 
required for further action in the re- 
storation work launched by Ducks! 
Unlimited —as an important part of

Before the revision Registered 

No, 1 Alfalfa seed could contain up 

to 20 seeds of sweet clover per ounce. 

Now, under the new standards, alfalf 

seed, to take any registered grade, 

may contain but one séed of sweet 
j clover in two ounces, For certified 
grades of seed the sweet clover tol,, 
erance is practically the same as for, 
registered grades. Grades for th 
general seeds of commerce have als' 
been tightened up, 

Because of these changes “tn th 
seed grades, it becomes more impor 
tant than ever before that all sweet 
clover plants must be removed from 
fields of alfalfa that are presented for 
field inspection for registration or 
certification. Fields in which sweet 
qlover is found have little chance of 
being accepted for registration or seed, 
crop certificates; 

Growers, therefore, should exer- 
cise great care in roguing out sweet 
clover from alfalfa. Sweet clover 
plants should be dug out by the root 
and removed from the field. If the 
attempt {s made to remove them by 
pulling without loosening the root, 
many plants will be broken off. These 
wil] quickly send up new stalks that 
will soon set seed, Rogued plants 
must be taken from the field, If left 
lying where they grew, they will be 
picked up by the harvesting machin- 
ery and still contaminate the crop. 

Alfalfa and sweet clover seeds can- 
not be separated by seed cleaning 
machines, hence sweet clover must be 
removed from the growing crop. 

Threshing machines also constitute 
a-common source of contamination of 
the alfalfa seed crop. Threshers must 
be thoroughly cleaned before the al- 
falfa threshing is commenced. There 
ig likely to be volunteer sweet clover 
in grain crops and the seed, together 
with many small weed seeds, is apt 
to remain in the machines, especially 
in the graiyy and trailing augers, The 
good work done in cleaning the field 
may be easily wasted if the aitaite 
seed crop is contaminated by carless 
handling during harvesting or thresh- 
ing or improper storage of the thresh- 
ed seed,
